Mas announced In The Freeman Wed- 
nesday evening, was Drought to El- 
lenville Wednesday night and Is con- 
fined In the village lock-up. She will 


j be arraigned before Police Justice 
I Fitzgerald on a criminal charge on 
| Friday. 


An autopsy performed on the child 


on Wednesday by Dm. B F. Neal and 
James C. Coles of Ellenville, dis- 
closed that the death of the child 
was due to exposure and starvation. 
Weasels or rats had eaten out the 
child's tongue and one eye and this 
fact, with the action of the weather, 
had given the corpse an appearance 
which at first led to stories that the 
child had been killed 
before being 


abandoned to its fate. 


Mother a Former TtrftHtaM. 


Mrs. Brauer formerly lived in EI- 


letiville. 
She is about 35 years old 


and while in Ellenville bore a good 
reputation. She was a comely look- 
ing woman but her appearance now 
is not so attractive on account of re- 
cent illness, work and worry. 
Her 


husband was killed in an accident on 
one of the mountains near Ellenville 
about three years ago, leaving her 
with three small children, whom she 
placed in a children's institution on 
Staten Island. 


Baby was 19 Pays Old. 


According to Mrs Brauer's story, 


her child was 19 days old when she 
abandoned it. For 
some time she 


has been employed as a maid in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. C. Beck of No. 
409 Spring street, West Hoboken, N. 
J. The father of the child is said by 
Mrs Brauer to be an Italian who is 
employed and lives in Hoboken. The 
child was born in the North Hudson 
Hospital, and after* her 
discharge 


from the hospital Mrs. Brauer re- 
turned with the child to the Beck 
home, where she told Mrs. Beck that 
she intended to place the child with 
relatives living in Ellenville. 


Last Friday, May 14. she left West 


Hoboken and 
went 
to Pine Bush. 


Orange county, where she hired a 
conveyance to take her to Crags- 
moor 
She left the conveyance near 


the home of a family named Wright, 
and -.vas seen to enter the woods, fol- 
lowing: a path that leads to Crags- 
moor Inn. where the driver and the 
Wrights thought she was going. 


After abandoning the child in the 


woods, 
near 
the 
roadway, Mrs. 


Brauer proceeded to Ellenville and 
thence returned 
to West Hoboken. 


where she said 
the child had been 


placed with relatives. 


Thought Child Wight Lire. 


OB Monday Mrs Brauer admitted 


to Mrs. Beck that she had lied re- 
garding the disposition of the child 
and admitted that she had abandon- 
ed it in the woods. She made prep- 
arations to go to Ellenville in the 
hope, she said, that the child might 
be alive, and meanwhile Mrs. Beck 
communicated 
with the West Ho- 


boken police, with 
the result that 


Detective Lieutenant Stanton. of the 


j police force, placed her under arrest 
at Weehawken as she was about to 
board a train for. Ellenville. 
The 


West Hoboken police communicated 
with Chief -of Police Archibald Freer 
of Ellen.Mile, which'was followed by 
the finding of the body, autopsy and 
return of Mrs. Brauer to Ellenville 
as a prisoner. 


Friday's proceedings will be tak- 


en by District Attorney Traver.

How Farmers Were Helped. 


The farmers must produce more 


food. Someone asks, "Why doesn't 
the government do something." The 
department of foods and markets has 
igone over the state and wherever it 
• found cars stalled which 
contained 


seeds or fanning utensils, it procured 
priority order* for them to the far- 
men would not be delayed, and by 
keeping the market supplied, prevent- 
ing higher prices. In one case strik- 
en) refused to move cars loaded with 
seeds until asked how they expected, 
prices to become lower if seeds to 
produce crops were held up. Then 
they moved the cars. The department 
tried to get additional sugar and fer- 
tiliser for farmers but could not get 
much satisfaction from 
Uncle Sam.

and markets for not taking control 
of the milk situation In New lork 
city,- but the department was with- 
out power to do that; the law gave 
it power only to investigate and 
make the facts public.

held, first by the Weeks committee, 
then the mayor's commission, the 
Federal Milk Commission and by 
the department of foods and mar- 
| kets. Statistics bad been procured 
i on the cost of production and dis- 
tribution. 
The depar-;, 
I did not 


go to New York city because that 
was a different situation than else- 
where; companies like the Bordens, 
with hundreds of distributing plants, 
could not be investigated without 
the aid of expert engineers and an 
appropriation to pay them had not 
been made. An investigation with- 
out results was worse than useless. 


The investigations did not get the 


same results but showed practically 
the same facts. 


PiodsAjetg Doft't Get More. 


From the department's investi- 


gation, he was satisfied that the 
milk producer did not make any 
more money than before the war.!

kad eaM that unrest was due to the! 
fact that the Mf eraBute* had not 
trMte* tke farmers fairly; they had 
screwed them down to the lowest 
possible nrtoe aad, the people had 
ckeap milk.

was a scarcity of farm help. For- 
merly when the farmer wanted to 
build, he ent timber on his own 
farm, hewed out the 
lumber and 


neighbors belted at the barn rais- 
ing, 
but with hemlock now selling 


at |76 per thousand feet, new build- 
ings cost too much for farmers to 
erect them. He was not present to 
defend the farmers but simply to 
state the 
natural 
sequence of 


events. 


Striking Driver*' Dwniwds, 


Striking milk wagon drivers In 


New 
York 
had 
demanded more 


money, asking 165 
for six days' 


work, 8 hours per day, and two per 
cent on all collections. 
With the 


percentage demanded on collections, 
the cost of distribution would be in- 
creased to approximately four cents 
per quart for the driver himself.

paying more for

On the other hand, the peo- 


ple have the right to ask for greater 
efficiency.

While the department 
had no 


power to fix prices, It had power to 
investigate 
conditions and make 


facto public. 
Lut winter creamery milk was 


selling at Glens Falls for 15 cents a 
quart, but the same company car- 
ried it to Hudson Falls and sold it 
there for 12 cents. The department 
on investigation informed the milk 
company it ought 
not to 
charge 


more than 13 cent* in Glens Falls, 
to which they replied asking to be 
shown'any protlsion in the law giv- 
ing the department 
power to fix 


prices; in other words, inviting the 
department officials to take the next 
train to Albany. 
The department 


answered that it had no power to 
ttx prices, but it represented the pub- 
lic which had some rights and was 
entitled to know the facts. 


In Troy, the 
department 
found 


there were 102 distributors and 60 
stores handling milk. One man 
handled not -over 50 quarts a day, 
while all dealers admitted they ought 
to handle at least 300 quarts to be 
efficient, while the Rochester com- 
mission had found that 500 quarts 
was the minimum to insure efficiency. 


In Rochester 273 homes in the 


wealthy, 
residential 
section 
were 


supplied by 27 dealers who traveled 
ten miles to make their deliveries, 
which could hfve been made by one 
distributor 
traveling 
1.6 
miles. 


Twenty-five dealers distributed only 
150 quarts1 in one section. In Troy, 
one 
dealer 
distributed 
only 
51 


quarts but his daily pay roll was $10 
and he was paying three cents a 
quart for distribution. It was found 
that by a system 
of 
efficient dis-- 


tribution one section could be cover-! 
ed by traveling 2.4 miles instead of 
10 miles, which various dealers were 
doing, and another section could be 
covered J»y traveling,-1.7 miles in- 
stead of 30 miles. 
"Spread" Cost Where Conditions 


Arc Bad. 


The Canadian 
Investigation had 


shown that in Ottawa where condi- 
tions were bad, one distributor sup- 
plied milk at a spread cost of 3>4 
cents per quart, while in Toronto, 
where conditions were better, the av- 
erage spread cost was 5 *4 cents.
